Brent Ursenbach spoke to the Committee in connection with the
current amendments. A motion was made by Terry Palmer to
table the recommendation for the current amendments so fur-
ther review could be completed. The motion was seconded by
Chris Jensen and passed unanimously. Mr. Ursenbach will pro-
vide the Committee with additional information for these cur-
rent amendments.

Chris Jensen will do further research on Section 905.1. A mo-
tion was rnade by Chris Jensen to table the recommendation
for this section. The motion was seconded by Terry Palmer
and passed unanimously.

A rnotion was made by Terry Palmer to accept the changes
made to Section 1101-1106. The motion was seconded bv
Chris Jensen and passed unanimously.

The
motion was seconded by Terry Palmer and passed unani-
mously.

A motion was made by Chris Jensen to make a recommenda-
tion to keep the current amendment for Section 1004.3.1.
The motion was seconded by Roger Hamlet and passed unan-
imously.

A motion was made by Terry Palmer to make a recommenda-
tion to keep the curent amendment for Section 1209.3. The
motion was seconded by Chris Jensen and passed unani-
mously.
